Executive Order 1~75 created a task foree to represant tha State of 
Mentana in collective bargaining with duly certified exclusive repre- 
sentatives for the purpose of resolving iiterences ever tha esanai ination 
and grading of employees of the executive branch under the provisions of 
Title 59, Chapter %, B.C... 1947. 

The task force wae nacessary because Section 59-1699, R.C.M. 1947 
provides that the Soverner, cr his designaa, shall represent the State in 
collective bargaining with axclusive representatives; Section $9-906, 
R.C.M. 2947 provides that the classification plan shel? aioli ell posteions 
in the atate service into defined classes based on the similarity of 
duties performed, responeibilities assumed and complexity of work; and 
because insuring that the requiramentea of 59-906 R.C.M. 1947 wera met 
nacessitatad a raview of the classificatton plan by duly ecartifled 
exclusive rapresentativaes. 

Tha task force raqueeted that all exclueive representatives review 
the claseification plan aud upon the request of the exclusive repre- 
eentatives negotiated with them to mtually achieve the appropriate grade 
and atep for all represented employees before February 2%, 1975. Ali 
euch requests were honored and proper claseifications were achieved 
through the negotiations process, thereby eliminating any need for the 


eontinuation of the tack foree.
